Tomb Until It Is Pat In the Crypt. 
Few saw "the sccuo which followed 


when the good pope's body had loin 
four days in state and was then placed 
in its coffin at uight, to be hoisted high 
and swung noiselessly into the tempo- 
rary tomb above the small door on the 
east side—that is, to the left of the 
Chapel of the Choir. It was for a long 
time the custom that each pope should 
lie there until his successor died, when 
lils body was removed to the monument 
prepared for it in the meantime, and 
the pope just dead was laid in the same 
place. 


The church was almost dark, and 


only in the Chapel of the Ohoir and that 
of the Holy Sacrament, which are op- 
posite each other, a number of big was 
candles shed a yellow light. In the 
niche over the door a mason was still at 
work, with a tallow dip, clearly visible 
from below. The triple coffins stood be- 
fore tho altar in the Chapel of the Ohoir. 
Opposite, where the body still lay, tho 
Noble guards and the Swiss guards, in 
their breastplates, kept watch with 
drawn swords and halberds. 


The Noble guards carried the bier on 


their shoulders in solemn procession, 
with chanting choir, robed bishops and 
tramping soldiers, round by the Confes- 
sion and across the church and lifted 
the body into tho coffin. The pope had 
been very much beloved by all who were 
near him, and more than one gray 
haired prelate shed tears of genuine 
grief that night. 


In tho coffin, in accordance with an 


ancient custom, a bag was placed con- 
taining 03 medals, OLIO of gold, ono of 
silver and one of bronzo for each of the 
81 years during which Pope PJUH had 
reigned, and a history of tho pontifi- 
cate, written on parchment, was also 
deposited at the feet of tho body. 


When the leaden coffin was soldered, 


six seals wero placed upon it, five by 
cardinals and one by tho archivist of tho 
Chapter of St. Peter's. During the 
whole ceremony tho prothonotary apos- 
tolic, the chancellor of the apostolic 
chamber and the notrjy of the Chapter 
of St. Peter's were busy, pen in h;uid, 
writing down the detailed protocol of 
tho proceedings. 


The last absolution was pronounced, 


and the coffin in its outer cnso of elm 
was slowly moved out and raised in 
slings and gently swung into tliB niche. 
Tho masons bricked up tho opening in 
tho presence of cardinals and guards, 
and long before midoight the marble 
slab, carved to represent the side of a 
sarcophagus, was in its place with its 
simple inscription, "Pius IX, P. M."— 
Marion Crilwford in Century.

His Assertion That Populists Are An- 


archists Denied. 


George P. Washhurn of Massachus- 


etts, Eastern member of the National 
Executive Committee of the People's 
party, has issued the following chal- 
lenge to Bishop John P. Newman of the 
M. E. Church: 


" Bishop John P. Newman, San Fran- 


cisco, Cal.—DEAR SIB: The press leports 
of last week credit you with the state- 
ment that the Populists are no better 
than anarchists, and are not good 
American citizens, and that yon urge 
the 1,000 ministers in your home con- 
ference to use their influence in the 
pulpit and out against the triumph of 
Bryan and Sewall and the election of a 
silver Congress. Now, sir, I belong to 
the party you insult, and brand your 
alleged statement as falsa sud unfair, 
and challenge you to name a single 
Populist in this country who is known 
as an anarchist. 


"Iam called a 'leading member'of 


the church you represent. If I am not 
a 'good American citizen,'may I ask 
are my influence and 
money still 


wanted in your church f If you are no 
more correct in your spiritual utter- 
ances than you are in your political, 
can we have any confidence in either ? 
I agree with the prominent Catholic 
who said he was willing to take his re- 
ligion from the head of the chnrch, but 
not his politics. 


'•Now, Bishop for the sake of the 


church we love andjthe welfare of the 
country, I advise you to let politics 
alone until you have studied the mone- 
tary question. You refer to the atti- 
tude of our church during the anti- 
slavery agitation to justify you in di- 
recting your ministers to preach poli- 
tics during the campaign instead of re- 
ligion. Has it occurred to you that the 
result of this proposed line of action 
may split our chnrch now just as it did 
at that time ? Ldt me inform you that 
90 per cent of t ha Populist party are 
native bora American citizens, com. 
prising mostly the sturdy farming ele- 
ment, which for years the statesmen of 
both the old parties proudly alluded to 
as tho ' bono, siuew and stability of the 
country.1 These men are patriotic aud 
true, and are called anarchists before 
they have begun to think.

political party. May I add, Bishop, 
that you will find your own people are 
not with you politically?

EFFECTS OF THE HUMAN VOICE. 


Terrify! DC to Some Bird* and Bearta, but 


Not to Others. 


The human voice may or may not be 


terrifying to-wild animals. Two Adiron- 
dack boys once hid behind a little bush 
oil the banks of the West Canada creek 
and yelled, screamed and howlod at a 
big bine heron across the stream, with 
no other result than to make the bird 
Stare about in cariosity. It was only 
when both boys leaped to their feet, 
wildly waved their arms and did some 
high kicking that the bird fle\v away. 


Woodchuoks, red squirrels, muskrnts, 


mink and various others of the small 
animals sown to fear the human form, 
but not tho voice. Foxes flee at a lively 
gait when a man yells, but deer have 
brt-n known to almost ran over men 
that were talking in loud voices. Log- 
ging teamsters in the woods yell and 
twear at their horses in voices r.uclible 
a mile away, but deer lie in their beds 
comfortably less than half a mile dis- 
tant. 
Bears do not usually monkey 


aronud in the vicinity of men, except 
during berry time, when they are some- 
times on one side of the bushes while 
human beriy pickers arc on the other. 


The human voice is very soothing to 


-,vilfl birds of various kinds, such as 
robins. They will often come very close 
to a person who talks to them, and turn 
their heads from side to side, much as 
caged birds—canaries, for example—do, 
uut if a person is robbing the bird's nest 
the voice adds greatly to tho terror of 
the birds. It is related of a swallow 
that it had in some manner broken its 
leg, which was observed by a woman as 
the bird flew about. She went out, called 
to it and spoke to it, and after a while 
the bird came so near as to be taken in 
tho woman's hands, who then put the 
leg in splints, setting it properly and 
putting on a soothing ointment Tho 
bird flew away and was soon chirping 
with the rest of tho biids in tho air, its 
leg having been relieved of pain evi- 
dently by the bandages. 


The old story of a lion that allov c-d a 


man to pick a thorn out of its inflamed 
foot and dress the wound, then refused 
to cat tho man, may be truthful, since 
dogs, cats, elephants, horses and a goo;l 
many other animals have remembeicd 
kindness as well as evil.—New York 
Sun.

WABTtME POMEBS. 


POLITICAL CARICATURES NOW IN A 


PHILADELPHIA 
MUSEUM, 


ComJo >ad Uncomplimentary Allusions to 


Abraham Lincoln—Caricature* Bearing 
on tho Confederacy—Use of the Expre«- 
Dion "Up Salt Hlvor." 


Enshrined in several huge sornpbooks, 


uid in tho custody of Stewart Culm of 
tho University museum, Philadelphia, 
is the valuable collection of political 
documents owned by the Numismatic 
and Antiquarian society of Philadel- 
phia. They relate to the period of the 
civil war and that directly preceding it, 
and include election posters, campaign 
documents, political brochures, carica- 
tures, together with an exceedingly in- 
teresting set of envelopes with patriotic 
devices, such as were used dnring war 
times. 


There is nlao a lot of "Salt river tick- 


ets," these, indeed, although of little 
historical importance, forming to the 
casual observer one of tho most enter- 
taining divisions of 
the collection. 


There have been several explanations 
given of the origin of the slang political 
phrase, "Up Salt river" as applied to a 
defeated candidate for election. One of 
tho most likely of these is found in a 
story that was told of Henry Clay dnr- 
ing his presidential candidacy in 1888. 
Clay, it is said, was to speak ono even- 
ing at Louisville, Ky., and in order to 
roach his destination hired a boatman 
to row him up tho Ohio river. Tho lat- 
ter, however, happened to be a Jackson 
Democrat, and, pretending to lose his 
way, 
steered the orator up Saltrivor, as 


a confluent stream was called, and so 
spoiled tho meeting. Since that time 
"Up Salt river" has become a synonym 
for defeat, and it used to be considered 
a pleasantry to givo a political opponent 
a pass up Salt river aa a prediction of 
political oblivion. 


Theha tickets were treelyusedby both 


parties and proved a boon to the job 
printers, who, with great impartiality, 
printed the cards for each side and sold 
them on the streets for a cent apiece. 
Somo of tho designs are indescribably 
coarse, some are witty, some are vnlgar, 
and tho majority of them are crudely 
printed. 


Tho oldest iu tho collection dates from 


Nov. 4, 1856, and is a simple yellow 
ticket ornamented with a rude wood- 
cut of a steamboat and bears the an- 
nouncement that tie dilapidated steam- 
er Opposition—Captain Fremont, Pilot 
Fillmore—will leave this day for tho 
head of Saline waters. 


At a little later period Salt river was 


varied to Saline springs, and in 1868 
the steamer Copperhead was pictured as 
a snake. The same year a pseudo rail- 
road ticket was printed which invited 
the holder to accompany the peacemak- 
er's excursion to a quiet retreat on Salt 
marsh, which was described as a "place 
well adapted for copperheads, but no 
other kind of snakes.'' 


The Democrats, too, used like de- 


vices, and some very severe caricatures 
were directed against Lincoln. A crude 
design of 
this character represents 


Columbia, looking not unlike a wooden 
jointed doll, kicking Lincoln, bag and 
baggage, on board a black steamer about 
tho same size as himself, which is about 
to set sail on a stream of printer's ink 
flowing up hill to the upper left hand 
corner of the card. This bears the date 
of Nov. 10, 1804, and the motto in- 
scribed upon it is: ' Tor Salt river on 
the steamer Abolition; King Abraham, 
captain; A. Johnson, pilot. The fate of 
Abe, 
homeward bound via Salt river." 


Another card issued in opposition to 


Lincoln, which does not properly be- 
long to this cateogry, but is classified 
with it in the collection, is got up like 
a business card, which announces: 


A. LINCOLN, 


Attornoy and Chancellor at Law, 


Springfield, 111. 


To Whom It May Concern :— 


My old customeia and others are no doubt 


awaro of tho terrible time I have had in cross- 
ing tho stream mid will be plad to know that 
I will bo back oil tho same side from which I 
started on or boforo the 4tb of March next, 
when I will bo ready to swap horses, di-.penso 
law, nmlte jokes, split rails and perform othor 
mutters in a email way. 


A card printed in April of tho same 


year is entitled "Tho End of Jeff 
Davis," and depicts the Confederate 
leader as just disappearing up a tanuol, 
"ipposod to rcpi-epont the "underground 
itulroad." 


Still another shows the public bell- 


niftii aud advertises as lost "(lie old 
eodpcr, Democracy," vho is described 
iu the text as wearing a cotton suit of 
southern manufacture and .i soft hat 
(Killed about with a copperhead snake. 


An adaption of a comic English print 


personifies tho south aa a belated trav- 
eler who lost his way in the rain, and 
after ti\.mpyjg through mud and slush 
H.COUHUIW a signpost pointed in the 
direction from which ho had come, 
which bears tha legend, "To Union;" 
upon whiqh ho exclaims, "Lord a' 
mercy! I'm going wrong and got to 
walk way back again." 


More stinging is the sign in which 


the north uud south are depicted as lion 
and jackass, and labeled, "One of us 
must conquer." To this class belongs 
the designs in which the gallows figures 
as the end of the Confederates and 
those in which the devil is shown as 
inspiring the southern gentry. Bather a 
witty conceit is the motto applied to the 
Union flag, ''These colors wpn't ran," 
aa well as that in which tho coils of a 
rope form a death's head, which is la- 
beled, "The end of secession."—Phila- 
delphia Record. 


The conditions of the life of the mon- 


keys in Africa ant sufficiently curious 
without reference to their acquired 
habits, though those,ain undoubtedly 
duo to tho dangers to which the nature 
of the country in. which they live ex- 
poses them. The different species of bab- 
oons, which are found commonly over 
the whole African continent, are all by 
nature dwellers in tho open country. 
They find their food on the ground, 
and whether this be insects or vegeta- 
bles it is usually in places which afford 
little shelter or protection. 
Though 


strong and well armed with teeth, they 
are slow animals, with little of the 
usual monkey agility when on the 
ground and not particularly active even 
when climbing among rocks. 


In a rocky "kopjes" of the south, or 


the cliffs and river sides of Abyss-inia, 
and the Nile tributaries, they arc safe 
enough. But they often abandon thcbe 
entirely to invade the low country. Dur- 
ing the Abyssinian expedition conducted 
by Lord Napier of Magdala they regu- 
larly camped near our cantonments on 
the coast and stole the grain on which 
the cavalry horses and transport auimuls 
were fed. When on expeditious of this 
kind, they often leave their stronghold 
for days together, and the means of 
joint defense from enemies in (bo open 
country are then carefully organized.
